Pictures of the Allen Bust Taken 
by the Electric Light. 


A Process So Slow that Only Marble Subjects 
Can Endure the Sitting. 


A little over a year ago Scholten, having 
been driven to the experiment by a super- 
abundance of cloudy weather, which left 
him behind in his orders for pictures, dem- 
onstrated that photographs could be printed 
by electric light, In his experiments he 
used plates obtained in ordinary daylight 
and his success proved only the power of 
the light in affecting the sensitized paper in 
the same manner that it is affected by sun- 
light. He built a stand under one of the 
lights in Conrad’s Budweiser establishment, 
and for several successive days and 
nights went on printing pictures, slowly 
of course, but stiil satisfactorily and 
every bit as successfully as the sun had been 
doing it for him before. But, the cloudy 
weather having soon passed away, Scholten 
resumed the usual style of printing his pie- 
tures, and his experiment has now been 
quite forgotten. The first attempt in St. 


Louis to produce a photographic plate by the 
electric light was made last Friday night in 
the Southern Hotel, when Strauss, the 
Eranklin avenue photographer, took 
four pictures of the warbie 
BUST OF THOMAS ALLEN 

that standsin the rotunda opposite the 
grand staircase. An electric lamp hangs 
about fifteen feet above the tesselated floor 
of the rotunda, at a distance from the bust 
of perhaps forty feet. This is the’ ordinary 
Heisler light of 250 candle power. 
The artist ‘ began work about 9 
o’clock by hanging a black cloth behind the 
marble figure. Then he took the four views, 
each time changing the position of the 
camera and keeping it at a wistance uf about 
thirty-five feet from the bust. To the first 
picture he gave ten minutes, to the second 
fifteen minutes; to the third, twenty, and to 
the fourth, twenty-five. The result of the 
experiment was made plain yesterday when 
Mr. Strauss exhibited to a Post-Dispatcu 
reporter the proofs of three of three of the 
pictures. 

“They are just as good,” said the photo- 
eee “as if they had been taken in day- 

ight. Tothe fourtb picture | gave too much 

tithe and it is not good. You know it is pos- 
sible to tone down a plate that is overtimed, 
but there was entirely too much time given 
tothis one and itis spoiled. The others. 
however, are excellent. lam delighted with 
them.” 

They were really fine pictures, every line 
and curve of the marbie being faithfully re- 
produced on the paper and the face wearing 
that characterestic expression of the original 
which the stone, too, wears, but d es not so 
strikingly present. Better pictures could 
not have been produced 

WITH THE AID OF SUNLIGHT. 

“What was youridea in making this ex- 

periment?” the Post-DisPaTcH reporter

“Well,” said Mr. Strauss, “there has been 


a great deal said and a great deal written on 
this subject; andcustomers have asked so 
often why we didn’t take pl .ouraphs 
by electric light that I thought I would try 
it once and let them know exactly what fea- 
sibility there was in the thing.” 

a what conclusion have you arrived 


“It can be done. How well, you can see for 
yourself in these three pictures. But there 
are only two reasons why it should be done 
—one is for the purpose of utilizing the 
night time; the other is to take pictures that 
way merely for the sake of doing so—for the 
novelty of the thing, you might say. Now 
there is no photographer pushed so hard that 
he cannot do aii the work he wants with or- 
dinary daylight; we can take your 
picture while a_ rainstorm is_ going 
on outside, and the cloudiest day that 
comes does not now interfere with 
the reproductive power of the camera. Not 
only is it not necessary to resort to artificial 
light for photography. but until the electric 
lamp isso perfected that the distribution 
and strength of its flame can be controlled at 


will by the nae, will it remain next 
to impossible to photograph liv- 
ing subjects in this manner. W ile 


at the last convention of photographers 1 
saw

light. The operator must have had a system 
of lighting of his own, for my experiment of 
Friday night clearly demonstrated to me 
that too long atime is required to obtain a 
plate to make it possible for a person 
to endure the sitting. Ae ae by the 
plates | obtained, Lshould think fifteen min- 
utes would be about the average time, unless 
the electric lamp could be piaced very close 
to the subject and, as I said before, the oper- 
ator could move it arvund at his — 
and obtain a perfect distributi.n of its light. 
I can’t see how that can be done without the 
use of a great deal of costly machinery.” 

‘‘What is the usual time required for taking 

a photograph in daylight?” 
- “With the present process, the instantane- 
ous, as it is cailed,”’ said Mr. Strauss, “we

Then again. the 
shadows of the electric light are too deep, 
and satisfactory results can be at all obtained 
only by using brightly-colored subjects.

Carey’s Story Continued--His Wife--Debate 
in the Commons--Cablegrams. 


Ireland. 

Pupwuin, February 18.—Twenty-one of 
the prisoners have been committed for trial 
to answer the charge of murdering Lord 
Cavendish and Burke. Joseph Smith has 
turned informer. Patrick Whalen has been 


liberated on bail. 
CAREY'S TALE. 

Dupuy. 'February 19.—The hearing of 
the prisoners charged with a conspiracy to 
murder Government officials was resumed 
to-day. All the prisoners were again placed 
in the dock. Amid hisses one of the prison- 
ers shouted: ‘Ihe future Lord Mayor 
Carey.” ‘The latter shook his head mean- 
ingly at his former comrades. His exam- 
ination was then resumed. He spoke more 
confidently than he did on Saturday and 
replied to the cross-examination of counsel 
sharply and testily deposed amid hisses by 
the iprisoners, that he belonged to the 
Fenians, but not to the Supreme Council. 
The ubject of the Fenians was to separate 
Ireland from England, the former country 
being then harrassed by coercion. He had 
no idea Lord Cavendish was to be murdered 
when Burke was attacked. He was stupified 
when he heard of the former’s murder. 
Cross-examined Carey said he gave informa- 
tion regarding the murder two days ago 
whenever anybody else did. He was the last 
person to do so. He said he had decided 
to give evidence directly after he was arrest- 
ed, though he did not do so until Thursday. 
Carey re-examined by Murphy, the Crown 
Counsel, said that after the publication of 
the article in the Freeman’s Journal stating 
all the officials were to be removed from the 
castle, the murder of Burke was decided 


upon. 
DYING. 


Dcsiin, February 18.—John Dwyer, 
charged with conspiracy to murder Govern- 
ment officials, is dyipgin the prison hospi- 


tal. 
CAREY STRUCK. 

Dupin, February 1%—As Carey passed 
the dock James Muliett struck at him and 
succeeded in touching his head. Carey turned 
to expostulate, but was pushed to the wit- 
ness table by the detective. After the pris- 
oners had been committed the Crown Counsel 
stated Jas. Smith would be examined at the 
tria!. The article in the Freeman's Journal! 
referred to by Carey in his testimony to-day 
snoke of the desirability of a thorough 
ehange of officials at the Castle, whichjwas an 
Augean stable. Carey left the court at the 
door furtherest from the dock. Golden 
identified Thos. Caffrev, as the fourth man 
on the car containing the murderers when it 
was driven from the Park. Carev produced 
a copy of the Freeman’s Journal to confirm 
his statement in regard to the determination 
of the conspirators — to murder 
Burke. His action created a sensation. 

It is expected that the prisoners will be 
tried in March. Murphy stated that he 
hoped to produce the man known as “Num- 
ber 1.” The prisoners were remanded for 
formal committal to-morrow. 

Murphy, the Crown counsel, after the com- 
mittal of the prisoners, said that it was with 
the greatest reluctance that the Crown had 
accepted the evidence of a prisoner who 
might have been a director and instigator of 
the tragedy. It had been done, however, in 
the interest of the public safety and public 
good. He trusted the executive had 
thereby obtained power to perfectly pene- 
trate this fearful organization, and hoped to 
make amenable to justice the plotters as well 
as the perpetrators of murder. 

CAREY’S WIFE. 

DUBLIN, February 19.—In the event of the 
inquiry concluding to-day, it is understood 
the prisoners will be returned for trial be- 
fore a special commission of three Judges. 
This eourse will be necessary, as the prison- 
ers, each having the right to challenge 
twentv jurymen, could exhaust the panel. 
Special arrangements are being made at the 
Green Street Court-house for the trial. 

Carey stated that he did not see Geo. Smith 
in the Phenix Park on the 5th or 6th of May. 
The pene who pointed out Burke was Joe 
Smith. Patrick Whelan was not in the dock 
to-day. When Carey’s deposition was read 
he corrected itin several particulars and 
modified the statement concerning Mrs. 
Byrne by saying he had only been told she 
was the wife of Frank Byrne. He also cor- 
rected the statement that Jas. Mullett was 
in his company when he and Curley met 
*‘No. 1.” Counsel for prisoners objected to 
the alterations,saying that Carey had discov- 
ered from the newspapers that Mullett was 
in prison at the time of the alleged meeting. 
The magistrate allowed the objection. and 
the deposition was ordered to stand so as_ to 
show the discrepancy. 

Marin®s are guarding the house of Mrs. 
Carey, wife of James Carey. It is believed 
when she saw her husband’s case was hope- 
less she told the authorities of the evidence 
he was able to give. Itis known she after- 
wards visited the castle. 

“NO. 1. 

LONDON, February 19.—The Press Asso- 
ciation says there is reason to believe there 
is no doubt whatever concerning the name 
and identity of the man referred to by James 
(ary in his testimony, Saturday, as ‘‘No. 1.”’ 
It is believed heis concealed in London, 
where he arrived within the last forty-eight 
hours. 

CAREY WISSED. 

DUBLIN, February 19.—The prisoners com- 
mitted for trial include all that were under 
examination, except Whelan. The public 
present in court to-day joined in hissing 
Carey. Theonly remarkable feature so far 
has been the callousness of Carey while un- 
der examination. After the reading of Carey’s 
deposition a man named Neil deposed to bis 
seeing acabinthe park on the day of the 
murder, and he indentified Fitz Harris as the 
driver. A_ laborer named Murray gave 
similar evidence. ‘The four occupants of the 
car used by the assassins were then placed 
in front of the dock for identification by 
Godden, the park ranger.

St. PETERSBURG, February 19.—The Sec- 
retary of the British Embassy at Teheran 
and the native escort have been attacked on 
the Turcoman steppes.

Prospects for a Lively Week's 
Work. 


Kent Still On Top--The Pool Bill--A Conserva= 
tive Senate--Personal Points. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., February 18.—The 
“managers” have retired from the field dis- 
comfited. In other words, Butler and Cleary 
have failed to secure the removal of Kent as 
chairman of the St. Louis delegation, in con- 
sequance of his opposition to the purely po- 
litical measures pending. Kent, Jones, Cur- 
tiss and Hornsby have fairly broken away 
from the ‘‘bosses,” ‘and declare that they 
will be guided alone by their own judgment. 
The breach in the delegation will hardly 
be healed during this session. Perhaps 
the absence of the solid fourteen votes from 
the city, so irritating tothe Granger mind, 
will resultin good to some of the measures 
of a néw political nature now pending, of in- 
terest to St. Louis. Bradyis the man with- 
out a party. He has all along consorted in- 
timately with the anti-Kent faction and was 
considered by all as one of the insurrection- 
ists, but at the critical moment he turned 
upon his companions, and enlisted with the 
“Silks.” It is not probable that that ele- 
ment will render him any service, while it is 
positive that he has made for himself a half 
dozen bitter enemies. 

THE POOL PROHIBITION BILL 

has been printed, and Senator O’Brien, of 
Ward Four, its . agtbor, who has 
taken the lead as a reformer, announces now 


that on to-morrow he will introduce a bill 
making it felony to keep what is known as 
a “bucket-shop.”” He will not for the pres- 
ent introduce any bill making option-dealing 
on the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange a 
felony. As there is considerable interest 
taken in this pool bill, a full copy of it, will 
at this time ¢prove readable, and perhaps 


give the  intellignt reader an idea 
as to who are promoting the 
measure. It reads as follows: 


AN ACT 
To prohibit pool selling in any county, citv 
or town in this State. 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Missouri, as follows: 

Section 1. Whoever shall keep any room 
or building, or any portion of any room 
or building. or occupy any place or stand 
upon any public or private grounds in any 
county, city or town, Or elsewhere in this 
State, with apparatus, books or other devices 
for the purpose of recording or registering 
bets or wagers, or of selling pools upon tle 
result of any trial or contest of skill, speed 
or powers of endurance Of man or beast, ex- 
cept it shall be upon the grounds or prem- 


ises Of any regularly organized agricul- 
tural association or running or trot- 
ting race association, or base ball associa- 
tion, at the time of the regu- 
lar meetings of such agricultural or 


running or trotting race association, or dur- 
ing the progess of the game of base ball on 
base ball associations’ grounds, when the 
game played is between regularly organized 
and rival base ball clubs, and then only un- 
der the supervision and control of the presi- 
dent, secretary or directors, or trustees or 
managers Of such agricultural, running or 
trotting race, or base ball association during 
the meetings or progress of the game, shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be punished as in sec- 
tion 2 of this act provided. e 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall record of 
register bets or wagers, or seli pools (or 
superintend or advertise or publish the same, 
or cause the same to be advertised or pib- 
lished) upon the result of any trial or contest 
of skill, speed or powers of endurance of 
man or beast, except as hereinbefore provid- 
ed in section 1 of this act, or, being the 
owner, lessee or occupant of any such rooms 
or building, or part or portion thereof, who 
shall knowingly permit the same to be used 
or occupied for any of the purposes aforesaid, 
or shall therein keep, exhibit or employ any 
device or apparatus for the purpose of regis- 
tering or recording such bets or wagers, or 
for the selling of such pools, or 
who shall become the custodian or depos- 
itory for hire or reward of any money or 
property, or other thing or article of value 
staked, wagered or pledged as aforesaid 
upon any such result as aforesaid, such per- 
son or persons shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony, and, uponconviction thereof, shall 
be punished byimprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for aterm not less than two nor more 
than five years, or by imprisonment in the 
county or city jail fora term not less than 
six nor more than twelve months, or bw a 
fine of not less than one hundred nor more 
than one thousand dollars, or by imprison- 
nent in the county or city jail for [a] term 
not less than three months and a fine of not 
less than one hundred dollars. 

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The Committee on Ways and Means are 
expected to report the appropriation bill late 
this week. If delayed much longer it will be 
impossible to get through it by March 
13, the last of the seventy days for which the 
statesman gets five dollars. The members 
do not like the idea of staying over time at 
a salary of $1 per day and expenses running 
up to $2, and are clamoring for the appro- 
priation bill. Yet these same men who are 
arraizning the Assembly for the slowness of 


its work continue to fire in bills every 
morning to the number of twenty. 
Many of these will never get to 


the printer, and the authors know it, but 
cannot resist the desire to arise and intro 
duce *“‘the following bill.””’ A member al- 
ways gets up with the document. in his 
hand, and says: “Mr. Speaker, I desire tu 
offer the following bill.” The expression is 
almost as ridiculous as the language of the 
committee report, recommending “that the 
bill do pass.’” During the past week, about 
twenty bills have been refused engrosswent, 
and not over a half dozen passed. 
THE OUTLOOK 


for the coming week is that there 
will be several hard fights in 
the House. To-morrow. the Ryan 
bill prohibiting the teaching of Ger- 


wan in the public schools will be called up. 
The Republicans will oppose it as a parity 
measure, and several German Democrats on 
the floor will assail it. The St. Louis dele- 
gationis by no means united on the bill. 
lhere is, however, every prospect that it 
will pass the House. As to the Senate, I am 
not so sure, for they are not given over to 
emotional actions in that body. Remember 
how the opium bill passed the Lower 
House without a dissenting vote, and 
then when it came up in the 
Senate how speedily some of the grave and 
reverend found thatit was a “prohibition” 
bill, and they strangled it gracefully. Only 
yesterday a committee nailed to the cross the 
O’Brien pill to elect the Police Justices, on 
the very good ground that the Constitution of 
the State specified how the charter of St. 
Louis shall be amended, to-wit: once every 
two years, and then by a two-third vote. 
rhe same objection will apply to the elective 
bill pending in the House and the police 
bill in the Senate, and comptroller 
Adreon and Leverett Bell, who were up here 
in opposition to both the latter, have gone 
home highly satisfied with the outlook.

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 
General Hazen Writes Another Letter 
to the Secretary of War. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 19.—The 
following is the later correspondence be- 
tween Gen.. Hazen and the Secretary of War 
in regard to Gen. Hazen’s request that a 
Senate committee be appointed to investi- 
gate the Signal Service Bureau: 

Orricr CHIEF SIGNAL SERVICE, 
WASHINGTON, February 16. - 

To the Honorable Secretary of War: I 
have _ the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your communication 
of the 15th inst., in reply to mine of the 14th, 
asking that the President of the Senate be re- 
quested by resolution to appoint a committee 
of its members to thoroughly investigate the 
affairs of this bureau. I made my request 
that the Secretary ask for the Senate resolu- 
tion providing for an investigation of cer- 
tain allegations that had been made against 
the administration of the Signal Service be- 
eause I want justice done me and my bureau. 
If I thought the desired end could be ob- 
tained by a court of inquiry so well as 
it can be by a committee of 
the Senate, I should ask for 
that. 1 ask for a committee of the Senate 
instead of a committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives because the House of Represen- 
tatives expires on the 4th of March, and 
will not have time to make the proposed in- 
vestigation. It may be, as the Secretary sug- 
gests, that the Senate can not investigate 
allegations made in the other House of 
Congress, but there can be no doubt of the 
power of the Senate to investigate generally 
a bureau concerning whichit proposes to 
legislate. It is respectfully suggested that a 
court of inquiry can not report concerning 
legislation. As the Secretary knows, a 
bill is on the calendar of the Senate provid- 
ing for the organization of this service. In 
my opinion a full investigation and fair dis- 
cussion of the merits of the measure will re- 
sultin its enactment. Another bill is also 
before the Senate which, if Lread his annual 
report correctly, embodies the views of the 
Secretary. It provides for the transfer of 
the bureau to the Interior Department. Both 
the Secretary and myself are charged by the 
law with the care of the Signal Service, and 
with its meteorological work. I believe the 
service ought to continue to do the weather 
work, and Lam willing and anxious that 


Congress shall examine the ques- 
tion to the bottom. There is 
nothing here that want to 


conceal; there is nothing, I believe, any 
ofticer of the service desires to hide. Charges 
have been made to the country, through the 
uublie press, against a bureau of the War 
Jepartment, and 1 desire and | assume that 
the Secretary also desires that the country 
shall know the whole truth. A court of in- 
quiry cannot so well inform the country,and, 
more than that, such a court cannot reach 
public opinion and understand who is un- 


der charges. IL k»ow that 1 have

THE DUBLIN ASSASSINS, 

The conviction and punishment of the mur- 
derers of BURKE and CAVENDISH will doa 
great deal towards restoring order in Ireland, 
asit will teach the professional agitators, 
who look on murder as the natural resource 
of a patriot, that murder is not safe, and it 
will re-assure the honorable and peaceful 
population of Ireland, who have been terror- 
ized by the presence among them of unknown 
and unpunished assassins. 

One circumstance which should be noted 
in connection with the affair is that it dis- 
poses of the theory that [rish murders are 
committed by ‘victims of tyranny,” ‘‘goad- 
ed to desperation,” and “eager. to 
avenge their country’s wrongs,” and all 
that sort of thing. The men who mur- 
dered BURKE and CAVENISH and who 
prowled about and lay in wait for 
FORSTER were cool, calculating villains, who 
saw an opportunity of gratifying their nat- 
ural instinct for murder and at the same 
time of increasing their influence in the as- 
sociations to which they belonged. The plea 
of ardent patriotism or burning sense of 
wrong cannot aid to palliate their crime. 
They have done more harm te Ireland and to 
the Irish people than they have done to Eng- 
land, and the world will be a gainer by their 
removal. 

It is not pleasant to think that the funds 
which were supplied to the murderers—and 
it is a curious circumstance that as soon as a 


man goes into the trade of murder 
he needs capital to start him in 
the business—were probably furnished 
from the United States. This is 


to be regretted, but it would not be just to 
hold this country responsible, or to affix any 
blame to the great body of our people. There 
isnosuch thing as preventing misguided 
Irishmen in this country from sending funds 
to equally misguided Irishmen at home, to 
be used for a bad purpose. While we regret 
that contributors to skirmishing funds and 
Fenian funds make so bad a use of their 
asylum here, we regret still more urgently 
that English rule has inspired its subjects 
with feelings which find éxpression in that 
way.

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THE TARIFF FAILURE. 
The burlesque of tariff reform in three 
acts came to an ignominious end in the 
House on Saturday when the curtain was 
rung down on the House bill and the an- 
nouncement was made that the piece would 
be withdrawn. No failure could be more'com- 
plete and hopeless, and the American people,

the tariff. There is « genefal feeling that 
the public debt is being reduced with un- 
necessary rapidity, that the excessive income 
leads inevitably to recklessness and extrava- 
gance, and that the people are entitled toa 
reduction of burdens, and that such reduc- 
tion should extend all along the line of taxa- 
tion, favoring no special interests and dis- 
criminating against none, but gradually 
bringing on the day when this should bea 
free and untaxed country. 

This was easy to doif the Repu blicans in 
Congress had represented public sentiment, 
but the trouble with them was that they 
represented only repudiated sentiments, 
and were unable toagree on any acceptable 
policy. They were forced to take up the 
tariff question, but they took it up 
only to dodge it %by appointing the 
Tariff Commission. The November elec- 
tions emphasized the necessity’ of 
disposing of the question, and at the final 
trial the essential weakness of the majority 
appeared. They were not united, they were 
not free to act in any way; they were mort- 
gaged to local interests; they were con- 
trolled by the lobby, and instead of attempt- 
ing a manly and patriotic tariff reduction, 
they shuffled and equivocated at every point, 
and revealed their inability to dispose of 
the question at the very start. 

Is there any reason to expect any better 
success from the next Congress? We think 
thereis, While the party lines are not co- 
incident with the lines of Protection and 
Free ‘Trade, the Democrats are un- 
doubtedly tariff reformers, and even 
in the present House they would, 
as (Mr. Morrison said, be willing to pass a 
twenty per cent reduction billin thirty min- 
utes. With this prospect before us we can 
afford to wait; we may look on the aban- 
donment of the House bill as the best thing 
that could happen to it, and hope that no 
more tariff tinkering will be attempted dur- 
ing the lifetime of the present Congress. 


A SWEET SINGER. 

Many tuneful bards contribute their ten- 
der lyrics and soul-stirring epics to our 
waste-paper basket, and if the willow 
switches of that graceful receptacle could 
but utter in music the harmony that has 
lingered in their embrace the sound would 
be sadder and sweeter than that of the listen- 
ing reeds to which Minas told his tale of sor- 
row. Thecareful editing of a waste-paper 
basket is one of the most important depart- 
ments of newspaper management, and day 
after ‘day, as we tenderly bury the unpub- 
lished effusions of brilliant but unfortunate 
genius, the tear of sympathy for the poet is 
checked by the smile of congratulation for 
the public, and as we gather them in our re- 
morseless task is rendered easier by the con- 
soling thought that no human eye save our 
own shall ever peer over the edge of that 
paper grave and read the secrets of its un- 
fathomed recesses. Asa general rule our 
poets, to quote the language of HOLMEs, 
“die with all their music in them;” at least 
none Of it is published if we can prevent it. 
But among our singers is one known to us 
only by the initials W. B. S., who this morn- 
ing gladdened our hearts with the customary 
poem, enriched by the following P. S.: 

This is my fifth and last effort to gain a recog- 
nition from you of my (to you, I suppose) bumble- 
mumble. God permitting, I will now turn my ef- 
forts in another direction, and ascertain the meas- 
ure of success he will give me. I have enjoyed 
my labor pleasantly, and without anxiety; and I 
have only to beg pardon of you for the annoyance 
I have given you, and with my best wishes for 
your prosperity and welfare, | bid you a cordial 
good-by. 

As a matter of fact we generally expect to 
hear from our crushed poets again. Some 
of them take situations on the horse-cars; 
some of them write poetry for the Sunday 
Republican, others retire to private life and 
generally thank us quietly for saving them 
from a life of poetry. But in all cases we 
notice that, no matter what happens to our 
poets, none of their contributions to our 
waste-paper basket ever reappear. 

With such a proud record of editorial man- 
agement we were pained and grieved in read- 
ing in a second P. S. of W. B, S. the follow- 
ing startling announcement: ‘I have copies 
of all Isend you.”” We earnestly protest to 
the public that if any of these poems get out 
it is not our fault. We have done our best to 
suppress them andto spare the public the 
agony we have suffered in reading then. 
All our efforts, however, have been fruitless 
and all that remains is to say that there is a 
sweet singer at large with ready-made poetry 
in his possession. He may break out at any 
time, and the city ordinances are powerless 
to suppress him. He would naturally take 
refuge in the columns of the Republican, 
and there he would do little harm, as he 
would gain scarcely a wider perusal than in 
our waste-paper basket, where he belongs; 
but in any case we ask to be relieved from 
all responsibility for him and toexpress our 
regret at his escape.

In an article in Friday's Post-D1sPAtTcH headed 
“The Penitentiary,” Mr. W. Dougherty, ex-War- 
den of the Missouri Penitentiary, in an interview 
with your reporter touching upon that grand 
$390.000 leasing swindle under Gov. Woodson’s ad- 
mninistration, says: “I think the people of this 
State would like to know about tliat famous 
lease and just how much the State has 


lost by the Woodson ‘seance.’” And he further 
says that “instead of the Penitentiary being selt- 
sustaining, itis behind every year from forty to 
fifty thousand dollars,” ete. The Penitentiary has 
never been self-sustaining, as the official figures 
compiled from the State Auditor’s office will sub- 
stantiate The following are the appropriations 
for the building, support aud salaries of the Peni- 
tentiary, since January 16, 1803, when the Legis- 
lature passed the original act to erect a peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City:

be abolished. The places are patronized princi- 
pally by clerks and salesmen, and I have no doubt 
that many a young man cam trace his downfall to 
these places. It is true that some of our well. 
Known citizens also patronize the pool-rooms, bus 
the class from which they derive their main sup- 
port is as I have stated in my letter.” 

‘“‘How many are running in St. Louls now?” 

“There were two. den’t know whether 
Baldwin on Sixth street is stili open or not. The 
other one is Roche’s Turf Exchange. You know 
that after lottery was surpressed in this city these 
pool-rooms opened a big business, Pates races soon 
opened doors, and shortiy after this Hutehison’s 
National Turf Exchange scheme opened with an 
office in East St. Louis. They claimed the same 
right to carry on business that Roche did on the 
grounds that they were running 70 horses each 
duy. Some of them actually took the witness 
stand and swore that they were selling pools on 
horse races. To allow these pool rooms 
to carry on business throws open the doors 
to ail such schemes. As itis, a man buys a 
pool, and it is represented that sucha horse 
has won aiter the cl'cking of the wires. 
This is,all he knows aboutit. I sincerely hope 
that these places will be abolished. 

The war on the pool rooms was first openea by 
the PosT-DISPATCH, in the columns of which the 
modus operandi has already been fully explained.

The Unhinged Gate Case—Stewart Divorce— 
Cattle Attachment—Trials To-day. 


A sealed verdict was returned late on Saturday 
night in Judge Adams’ court in the gate damage 
case, Walter Cave by next friend, Chas.

Parker, of Lincoin, who sit. in this neigh- 
berhood, is a young man of ability and elo- 
quence, Who “ one can see at a glance is 
a Kentuckian. His black mustache is as 
aggressive as the poise of his head. He is 
perhaps, rather too impetuous and overfon 
of action.

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FACTORY GIRLS. 


Degradation of the Female Employes 
. in the English Mills. 
- Carlisle (England) Cor. of the Chicago News. 


One of the features of civilization of which 
America may reasonably be proud is the 
neat and respectable appearance of her hun- 
dreds of thousands of work girls. On_ the 
contrary a feature of barbarism, of which 
the mother country ought to be, and proba- 
b'y is, a little ashamed, is the terribly revolt- 
ing appearance presented by hers. I allude 
to the genus “factory hand,” not to the lady 
clerk, book-keeper, saleswoman, or milliner, 
but to the wretched drudges who, for a few 
shillings weekly. grind out their lives in a 
ceaseless round of toil, at the lighter work in 
the large factories. In America you haven’t 
the least idea to what an exhalted pitch true 
rowdyism can soar. You never see even a 
crowd of men misbehaving themselves on 
a public thoroughfare; if you did you would 
iinmediately arrest and prosecute them for a 
willful disturbance of the peace. What 
would you say if you saw a long and Bas oral 
ently unending stream of yelling, jostling 
women go careering down the street, push- 
ing each other out of the way, filling the air 
with very masculine oaths, and shrieking 
with laughter at the vulgar witticism of a 
companion ? 

Such a picture as this is daily presented to 
the gaze of the loyal citizens of this.ancient 
town, and to the citizens of other towns as 
well. Every night at six o’clock the boot 
and shoe factories, the weaving factories, 
the biscuit factories, and every other sort of 
factory, open wide their doors, and each 
sends forth its hundreds of girls to swell the 
flood. Let free at last, the young ladies (?) 
throw off all restraint, and the spectacle de- 
scribed above is immediately presented for 
the publie’s benefit. Very few of the girls 
are possessed of hats, except~some of the 
richer ones whose extravagant tastes forbid. 
them to go bareheaded. ‘The favorite head- 
gear of the British factory-girl is a small 
shawl, of dazzlingly bright hues, artistically 
biended, which she throws over her head 
and shoulders. Sheis then sufficiently pro- 
tected from the fury of the elements; for 
outward appearances she does not care. The 
nightly procession usually lasts about an 
hour. Itis short but very inspiring. 

Of course there are some exceptions in the 
way of girls whose modesty leads them to 
another route. Some of them goa long dis- 
tance out of their way to avoid the society of 
theit sister-laborers, but such cases are rare. 

In this city the annoyance occasioned by 
this nightly display of ribaid womanhood is 
not so prodigious as might be expected, ow- 
ing to the fact that the town is divided into 
two distinct parts—the aristocratic and the 
disreputable. All, or very nearly all, of 
these amiably-disposed females reside on 
the off side of the dividing line, and of course 
no decent person ventures across into their 
territory when the hour for the free evening 
entertainment draweth nigh. 

W hat can induce the girls to lead the life 
they do can only bea matter of conjecture. 
It assuredly cannot be for the money they 
receive. This varies, as a matter of course. 
The green hands get 3 shillings, or 75 cents a 
week, and upward. Those who get 
$2 every Saturday afternoon are the 
aristocrats of their order, and are reverenced 
' mightily by their companions on that ac- 
count. ‘The only solution of the question 
that can have any element of correctness 
about it must be the theory that it is tor the 
sake of leading a fast life and forming in- 
numerable acquaintanceships that induces 
the girls tolead such a miserable existence 
throughout the day. Such opportunities for 
knowing everybody cannot be found in the 
limited fieid of the are! circle; and so the 
girls go out to work in the factories, thereby 
starting themselves fairly down the long 
lane that leads to perdition. Another cause 
of the fullness of the factories is that so 
many of the-hands are cursed with drunken, 
brutal parents, or other near relatives, who 
render life at home a perfect torment to ev- 
ery one, and the younger members of the 
family either go out to work to escape them, 
or areinformed that they must either con- 
tribute something to the parental coffers or 
starve. An even comparatively modest fac- 
tory girl is a rarity. Vhen she has pursued 
her occupation for some twoor three years 
she is generally a pretty hard case. Her 
companions and daily surroundings are such 
that, once fairly launched on the ocean of 
‘blasphemy, dissipation and general wicked- 
ness that infest the interior of a large fac- 
tory, She is past all reclamation and goes 
headlong to irretrievable ruin. 

DRAGGED BEFORE THE MAYOR. 

As may well be imagined the factory girls 
are regular attendants at the police court. 
Almost every day, as sure as the hands of 
the magisterial clock poiut to the hour of 11, 
a bevy of these “‘ornaments of society” are 
dragged up befors the Mayor to answer to 


“Drunk and disorderly’ is booked against 
the majority of them. 1 said dragged be- 
cause 1 meant dragged, not metaphorically, 
but physically, for when a veteran factory 
“girl” is in the hands of the minions of the 
law she is conxidered a spiritless object by 
her sisters if she doesn’t make a big kick for 
liberty. It often gives two mighty strong 
policemen ali they can do to haul the law- 
breaking damsel along, and if 
there is a brace of them the difficulty is of 
course intensified. 

These scenes occur regularly here, often 
three or four times a week. The community 
is used to them by this time, or ought to be, 
any way, and I suppose tolerates them asa 
necessary evil. The factory girl is a neces- 
sity, she can be hired so cheaply, and does 
so much, and her little eccentricities in the 
way of cracking the crown of a comrade 
witha pewter pot, or getting drunk and 
cleaning out the alley with a broken chair- 
leg, are not very harmful, and can be pun- 
ished; sothe people let them goon. ‘The 
girls are many of them born in sin and 
reared amid the vilestsurroundings. Know- 
ing no parents, or, if they do, knowing them 
only to hate them for their brutality, driven 
out into the streets to beg as soon as they are 
able to walk, and taught to how! curses at 
each other immediately on their gaining the 
power of speech, it is no wonder that they 
grow up to be the very scuin of society, and 
are lost to every sense of virtue ere they are 
well out of their teens.

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STRONG AS A GIANT. 


Some of the Remarkable Feats of 
Strength of Stearn Carpenter. 
From the Troy Times. 
I propose to give a short sketch of the life 
of a man who was little known outside of the 
village or Greenville Corners, in Washing- 
ton anty. where be was born and spent the 
most of a long life. It is known of him, and 
can be proved, that he has performed feats 
of strength me ed pepe by any man that 
has lived in ancient or modern times, except- 
ing, of course, the Bibical Samson, His name 
is or was Stearn Carpenter; his occupation 
— “ee a noobs 9 bee egy 3 by a 

ery quiet, peaceable disposition, and a 
member of the Society of Friends, he never did 
anything for display to attract attention, but 
the feats of strength that he performed were 
done more to satisfy himself. nd to see how 
much he could lift than for anything else. 
All of his lifting was done by main strength, 
without harness of any kind. 

One of his greatest feats was lifting a box 
filled withiron, which weighed 1,900 pounds, 
which is equal to lifting 3,800 pounds in a har- 
ness. He lifted with ease with his h nds by 
grasping a rope or chain which was bound 
around the box to secure it. He did not 
know the weight of the box of iron at tne 
time, and was afterward heard to say that 
had he known it weighed so nearaton he 
would have put on the other hundred pounds 
and lifted the whole. At another time he 
lifted a cannon that weighed 1,400 pounds 
and shouldered it. At Comstock’s Landin 
on the Champlain Canal, near Whitehall, 
one day while waiting fora load of merchan- 
dise, he lifted a barrel of white lead with 
ease. His neighbors, when kiliing hogs, if 
Stearn happened to be around, would ask 
him to guess the weight of a hog just killed. 
If it happened to be a big one, weighing 400 
or 500 pounds, he would stvop down and 
twist his fingers into the bristles, and in that 
way would lift the carcass clear from the 
ground and guess on its weight. 

He performed one of the greatest feats of 
strength on record after he had reached the 
age of 75 years. He lifted two twenty-four 
fuot iron rails by grasping one in each hand. 
and walked off with them. The raiis were 
resting on wooden te, so he did not 
stoop down to lift them. One day in haying 
time he was going from the field with his 
men tothe house for dinner. They were 
walking along the road together when oneof 
the men, for mischief, came up behind him, 
and, by a skilliul trip, threw Carpenter 
down. He gathered himself up and said 
nothing about it. He walked to the house, 
aud after dinner, when returning to the field 
with his men, they came along to the place 
where the man gave him the fall. He suddenly 
tuuned upon the man and grasping him by the 
shoulders and the seat of his trousers, lifted 
him and hurled him high in the air above 
him and over a seven-rail fence, by the side 
of which they happened to be walking. The 
man came down in the meadow a rod or more 
from the fence, considerably shaken up, but 
not badly hurt. Mr. Carpenter was not a 
gigantic manin size. He was about six feet 
tall, and appeared much less than that, owing 
to his massive build. There was no super- 
fluous flesh upon him, but the muscles of his 
arms, shoulders and neck seemed to be piled 
upon him, so great was their size. This 
gave him a stooping appearance. In a crowd 
a casual observer would not be likely to 
pick him out for one of the strongest men 
that ever lived. Mr. Carpenter is living at 
the present time at Granville Corners, Wash- 
ington county, N. Y., his old home, or was 
living the last 1 heard of him. He must be 
over 80 years of age.
